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HAND TRANSFIXED 
BY AN IRON ROD 


Suffering Torture From Effects of 
Accident, Engineer Remains 
at His Post. 


With a hole punched cleanly through his 
hand by the piston rod of an engine 
against which he had fallen Reuben Glass, 
assistant engineer at Madison Mine, No. 3, 
in Edwardsville, stood at his throttle yes- 
terday afternoon until the enginee? could 
be called to relieve him. 

Despite the agony that the pain of the 
wound brought, he answered unfalteringly 
the signals that were rung to him by the 
men under ground, handling the intricate 
machinery without a mistake. His brother, 
W. H. Glass, who is superintendent of the 
mines, was the first to find him after his 
injury, and tried to persuade him to shut 
the engines down and seek surgical atten- 
tion. 

The young man stoutly refused to leave 
his post until Frank Hooper, the engineer. 
could be called. When Hooper arrived, 
young Glass was led away, the reaction 
causing him to collapse. 

Glass, in the brief periods between sig- 
nals from the mine, was examining the 
intricacies of a secondary engine which 
is used as a reserve. One side of this 
engine is ~occasionaly disconnected, and 
while the collar plays back and forth 
the piston remains stationary. 

While studying this engine Glass slip- 
ped, and in trying to save himself from 
falling against the machine, threw out 
his hand. It caught between the collar. 
which at that time happened to be at 
the end of the stroke, and the stationary 
piston, the point of which rested opposite 
the center of his palm. 

In an instant the collar was drawn back 
and the piston rod was forced entirely 
through the hand,* crushing its way 


through skin, flesh and bone, and leaving 
a hole as cleanly cut as though it had 
been done by a sharp die. 

Before Glass had time to so much as 
tle a handkerchief around his hand a 
signal came from the mine, and he darted 
to his engine to respond. For fifteen 
minutes he stood at the throttle. his 
teeth gritted, his ¢yes peering straight 
ahead, while blood streamed from the 
wound, and agonizing pains racked him.

Incensed because transit company motor- 
men refused to pay any attention.to his 
signals, Beverly 8S.

Warden, weapon in hand, stepped on the 
rear platform. The conductor, convinced 
that he was a highwayman, made no effort 
to resist him. To the conductor's great 
relief the supposed robber walked to a seat 
and placed the revolver by his side. 

When.the car reached Sixth and Walnut 
streets, the conductor hailed policemen. 
hey arrested Warden, who surrendered 
the weapon and went with them without 
resistance.

ROBBERY SUSPECT

versity. This generous gift puts into effect a purpose whioh 
Mr. Pulitzer has long had in contemplation, namely, the pro- 
‘sion of an opportunity to secure in a great university both 
heoretical and practical training for journalism, considered 
‘$s a profession. The school of journalism of Columbia UAB 
ersity will take rank with the existing professional schoolg 
‘f law, medicine, engineering. architecture and teaching. Sub- 
ect to the general jurisdiction of the university council, ft 
‘ourse of study will be formulated and its administratiaa 
‘arried on by a faculty of journalists, the members of which 
will be appointed by the trustees in the near future. 

“The erection of a suitable building to accommodate the new 
school will be begun at once, and, after conference with Prest- 
lent Butler, Messrs. McKim, Mead and White have already 
undertaken the preparation of preliminary plans and sketchea, 
A provisional site for the building has been chosen in the 
iniversity quadrangle on Amsterdam avenue, immediately south 
¢ Fayerweather Hall and north of the projected building for 
‘he school of law. It is hoped that the building may be pushed 
9 completion so that it may be occupied in the autumn of 19%. 
The estimated cost of the building, fully furnished and equip- 
ped, is about $506,000.

3ut there is not a single institution 
of collegiate rank in which a young 
man desiring to enter newspaper work 
can obtain a systematic training, cov- 
ering the whole field of his chosen pro- 
fession, such as he could procure in 
any one of scores of inatitutions if he 
desired to fit himself for the practice 
of law or of medicine or to enter the 
ministry. 

The result is that journalism. which 
is really the most intricate and exacting 
of all professions, requiring the widest 
range of knowledge and holding a high- 
ly responsible relation to the people and 
the public affairs, ranks in many minds 
as not even a profession at all. 

At the time of the last census there 
were in the United States 114,073 law- 
yers and 30,098 persons classed as journ- 
alists. The legal profession was pro- 
vided with trained recruits by 100 law 
schools with 1,106 professors and _ in- 
structors. 


30,098 Newspaper Men; 


No School of Journalism. 

For a fair proportion, there should 
have been at least twenty-six colleges 
of journalism, with faculties 291 strong. 
There was not one, not a single one of 
the 30,0988 newspaper men and women in 
the country had enjoyed what a lawyer 
would call a systematic professional 
training. 

It is the fashion in the newspaper 
world to say that this is as it should 
be—to ridicule tne idea of training the 
recruits of the press for their work, and 
to insist that journalism, alone of all 
arts. sciences, trades and professions in 
the world, cannot be systematically 
taught, but must be picked up as a boy 
picks up a knowledge of swimming 
when he is throw? into deep water. 
Some boys drown. 

And yet, every newspaper is a dally 
sufferer from the lack of training in its 
staff. The first question an editor asks 
of an applicant for a_ position is, 
“What has been your experience?” In 
other words: ‘Have you picked up 
some knowledge of your duties at the 
expense of some other newspaper, or 
must I waste my time teaching you the 
rudiments of your trade?’ 

In former years, a boy began the 
study of law by sweeping out a lawyer's 
office. or of medicine by mixing pills 
for a country doctor. Instruction for 
newspaper work is still in the same 
stage.

IN LOT OF TROUBLE 


Arabs Invaded His New Capital Dur- 
ing His Absence and Carried 
Off His Whole Court 


PARISIANS THINK LEBAUDY MAD 


Spanish Seize One of His Fleet of Two 
Yachts at the Canaries for Illegally 
Flying the Portuguese Flag

PARIS, Aug. 15.—‘‘To prison or to the 

madhouse with Jacques Lebaudy,’’ the 
Paris press cries almost with one voice. 

The public is enraged at the wild ec- 
centricities of the millionaire in proclaim- 
ing himself the Emperor of Sahara after 
selzing a portion of the desert as his em- 
pire, landing and then deserting five of 
the crew of his pleasure yacht, the Fras- 
quita. 

The newspapers say his brother Max. 
commonly called by his nickname of ‘‘Le 
Petit Sucrier’’ (the little sugar bowl), who 
was noted for his association with ‘‘co- 
cottes, racing touts, gamblers and black- 
mailing reporters,’’ and also for his tnfatua- 
tion for Mile. Marsy of the Theater Fran- 
cais, was ‘‘merely a fool, whose excesses 
killed him at the age of 22,” whereas Jac- 
ques, called ““Le Grand Suchter” (the big 
sugar bowl) is either a dangerous lunatic 
or a criminal, who probably has sacrificed 
the lives of five French citizens to the in- 
sanity often accompanying the intoxication 
of wealth. 

The brothers got their nicknames from 
the fact that their father's millicns were 
made in sugar. 


Sailors Were 
Not Needed 


Jacque ebaudy engaged 2 sailors at 
Havre to report aboard his yacht at Las 
Palmas on t>s Canary Islands. On arrivy- 
ing there, June 1, the men found a smal) 
schooner of 50 tons, which needed for a 
crew only eight men, whom they found 
already aboard. Ten more were shipped, 
however, 10 others were left there to await 
orders. The yacht sailed June 19 and an- 
chored off the coast of Morocco tn 27 de- 
grees 20 minutes latitude, opposite the Ca- 
naries, between Cape July and Surva. 

Lebaudy spent the night ashore with ten 
of his men, and after a few hours’ tour in- 
land declared the empire of Sahara found- 
ed. He selected a location for his capi- 
tal, which he named Troja, and returned 
tu his yacht, leaving five men ashore. 

Landing again 30 miles south he en- 
countered a caravan of Arabs who ami- 
cably bartered camels’ milk to the thirsty 
sailors. 

Lebaudy seized an Arab. boy and threw 
him into a boat preliminary to taking him 
to the yacht, meanwhile making the sailors 
salaam, prostrate themselves, address him 
as Emperor and kiss his feet in order to 
inipress the Arabs. 

Finally he returned the boy, alarmed by 
the menacing actions of the Arabs, and 
then arranged with the Arab chief to buy 
a pretty Arab girl. But she objected, and 
her screams so excited the Arabe that Le- 
baudy and his men returned hastily to the 
yacht. 

Lebaudy wished to return directly to Las 
Palmas for the other 10, abandoning the 
five ashore, but the sailors protested, !n- 
sisting on returning for thelr companions. 

Of the five only one was found, the 
quartermaster, a man named Picard, and 
he had been made a captive by a band of 
Arabs, who demanded 1000 francs ($200) 
ransom.

Ransom Men 

As Lebaudy refused to pay the money 
the sailors raised it among themselves. 

But when they went to pay the ransom, 
Picard and the Arabs had disappeared. 
The other four captives had already been 
taken inland. 

Lebaudy threatened to maroon the men 
for disobeying orders, but on @s arriving 
at Las Palmas the French consul forced 
him to send home the fifteen who had 
were said to be irregular.

Mineral Rights in Lakes Granted by 
Officers in Minnesota. 


DULUTH, Minn., Aug. 15.—A legal @ffi- 
culty is approaching on Messaba and Ver- 
million ranges with the State of Minne- 
sota and its lessees on one side and fee

reser at LONDON, Aug. 15.—Sir Arthur Conan 
Doyle and an American sculptor, W. G. 
Jones, have been exhibiting this week in 
London an electric sculptoring machine, 
the sole rights of which they have pur- 
chased from a Mr. Bontempi of Naples. 

The workman is seated on one side of the 
machine. In front is a plaster cast and 
with one hand he guides a rod backward 
and forward over the plaster. A revolving 
steel drill protrudes from the machine 2 
feet away, and another further on. In 
front of each of these drills is fixed a 
block of marble, and a jet of water is 
placed at the point of each drill. 

Every movement of the rod in the work- 
man’s hand ig followed by a similar move- 
ment on the part of the drills, which rap- 
idly cut away the suSface of the marble 
until it corresponds with the surface of 
the plaster. 

When the Post-Dispatch correspondent 
saw the machine it had roughly cut the 
face of a classic poet out of the marble. 
He was at work on the side of the head. 
Some superabundant stone having been 
rapidly cleared away, the rod was ap- 
plied to the fillet binding the poet's hair 
and in a few minutes the ribbon was re- 
produced in marble. The rough outline of 
the hair then made its appearance, every 
lock being hewn out of the hard stone 
with astonishing celerity and marvelous 
fidelity. This machine can sculpture two 
busts simultaneously and this number is 
capable of considerable increase.

Refysed to Be Arrested, but Finally 
Compromised on a Ticket 
Back to New York. 


ALLENDALE, N. J., at 15.—As stur- 
dy, valiant and obstinate as his name- 
sake, Peter Stuyvesant, the first governor 
of New Amsterdam, Pieter 8S. Rapelye, 
the recorder in this town, showed today 
he had the wisdom of Solomon. Recorder 
Irapelye has stumped and fought his way 
through the world. Until today his oppo- 
nents had been men.

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Philosopher Still Wishes to 


Says Mankind Is Wasting 


Strength in Pursuit of Vain 
Ideals—Admires Garrison 
Far More Than Lincoln, 
the Mere ‘‘Patriot.’’

YASNIA, Poliana, Russia, July 7.—When 
Count Tolstoi had finished the four-mile 
walk over his Yasnia Poliana estate today 
he took his usual nap and then appeared 
for dinner at a table standing under trees 
near his house. The ringing of a bell 
brought the countess and her son and 
daughter, who had been playing “gradki,” 
a simple outdoor game, with a young Rus- 
sian woman painter—for there are always 
guests at Yasnia Pollana. 

A moment later the young doctor who 
watches over the author's life appeared 
at the fable. Sinee the count’s terrible jll- 
ness of last year the countess insists upon 
having a doctor in the house all the time. 

It was a scene of simple rural beauty 
and suggestion. At one end of the table 
the gray patriarch, who only a few hours 
before had declared that his ambition was 
to die on the gallows or in prison, a prim!- 
tive Christian, a mystic, indifferent to 
wealth or fame or material things; and, 
facing him, the earnest, patient, practical 
wife, provider of his comforts and manager 
of the estate. 


Family Not 


Vegetarians. 

It was midwinter when I was at Yasnia 
Poliana 12 years ago, and the country was 
snow-bound and storm-swept. Now the 
breath of flowers was in every breeze. The 
savage austerity of the place had vanished. 
The count is still a strict vegetarian, but 
his wife and youngest daughter—his com- 
panion and amanuensis—eat meat moder- 
ately. Even Tolstoi himself took a sip 
of red wine, a tremendous concession to 
his wife and doctor. 

The shoe shop, in which the count used 
to work with his shoemaker friend from 
the village, was gone. His hands were in- 
nocent of toil in the fields. 

In spite of the place one could not fail 
to feel that Tolstoi lived apart; that he 
was a guest at his own table; that he 
looked at his family as from a mountain 
top. His relations to all seem to be im- 
personal. 

It is hard to see how he could get bread 
to eat, or clothes to wear, or a roof to 
shelter his venerable head were it not for 
the worldly wisdom of his devoted wife. 
And it is still harder to understand how he 
could get a horse to ride or a library were 
his wife to accept his idea that no one 
has a right to own property. 


Hapny in His 
Literary Work. 


Yet it is easy to see that since the count 
has resumed work as a literary artist ne 
is happier and more contended. As we sat 
at the table he talked again of his best 
great work, ‘‘Hadji Murat,’’ wWuaich is not 
to be printed while he is alive. H's wife 
and daughter also spoke of the manu- 
script. They belleve that it will prove to be 
a greater book than “‘War and Peace” or 
“Anna Karenina.” 

‘“Hadji” was a hero serving against Rus- 
sia in Tolstoi’s youth under Shamyl, the 
Sultan prophet of the Caucasus. The last 
great battle picture is succeeded by a scene 
in which the bloody head of the death- 
scorning warrior is carried in to be laughed 
at by a group of drunken Russian officers. 

Ip spite of his age and his feeble stomach, 
he spends something like four hours every 
day with his manuscript. 

His method of litera'y work is unique. 
He writes out his idea of a story or essay 
on a page or two of paper. This is copied 
on the typ@writer by his daughter. The 
next day he takes the typewritten sheets 
and writes in words and sentences until 
the matter is enlarged to several sheets. 
This is at once copied clean by his daugh- 
ter. The next day he again writes in words 
and sentences and again his daughter 
makes a clean copy of the whole. So the 
work grows day by day until it covers 
hundreds of sheets, all in the Russian lan- 
guage. 

The labor imposed on his amanuensis is 
enormous, and yet she works with a love 
and enthusiasm that almost amounts to 
adoration. In earlier days the copying was 
done by the countess, and it is a fact that 
such immense books as “War and Peace” 
were copied by hand at least fifteen times 
before they were complete. The typewriter 
has greatly relieved this strain. 

After dinner I walked about the grounds 
surrounding the house with the countess. 
She is a comely, sympathetic woman of 
simple manners, great ultivation and 
marked intelligence. For forty years she 
has spent most of her life at Yasnia Poll- 
ana. She has borne her husband thirteen 
children, has nursed them in illness, soft- 
ened the rigors of his self-exile, helped him 
in his work, managed the estate and even 
pleaded with the Emperor against the 
stern censorship. 


Countess Bettered 
the Peasants’ Lot. 


Under her care the wooden huts of the 
Yasnia Poliana peasants have gradually 
been replaced by brick houses. There are 
dozens of cattle and many horses in the 
stable. Fat sheep and hogs are to be seen, 

As we strolled here and there the coun- 
tess chatted with the peasants. Now we 
paused by a woman shearing a sick lamb,

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now we inspected the sleeping quarters of 
the field laborers. 

Presently a woman came with a-pig, dog 
and a black lamb following her, 

‘They are her pets,’ said the countess, 
“she is alone in the world.’’ 

The Tolstol estate is two hundred years 
old. The house has a quaint garden of 
roses, fuchias, helilotrope, petunias, be- 
gonias and lillies. Beyond this stretch of 
color and fragrance is a quadrangle sur- 
rounded on its four sides by a double row 
of linden trees, so tall and regular that 
tly effect is as of a cloister, solemn, gloomy 
and cool. 

Here the count saunters for hours, 
dreaming out his romance and philosophy. 

As we come around a corner of the houge 
we see the master of the place walking at 
the edge of the garden, his head bent, his 
great hands clasped behind his back. 

“It is not mine,’’ he says, as he glanced 
about. ‘Z,ean own nothing. I made a 
mistake in giving property to my wife and 
children. 

“And you can look upon this scene of 

beauty and upon your devoted family 
and yet wish to die?” 
“Yes,’ he said simply. “I am waiting 
for death. But I would prefer to die as 
the martyrs die—for my religion. I take 
little interest in speculations about 
economics or governments. Men waste 
their time on abstractions. There is 
only one vital problem confronting a 
Christian: What is the manner of my 
life? How shall I live? How shall I 
diet” 

I sat in his study this evening. The 
count still wore his linen blouse, leather 
belt and top boots. The roont was crowded 
with books. On the walls hung Rapin’'s 
famous portrafis in oll of the count and 
countess. In the room beyond a supper 
table was spread. The family does not re- 
tire at this season until about midnight. 

“Henry George is the type of man you 
should honor in America,’’ he gaid. ‘He 
was @ great man. Americans should be 
proud of his name. It is a matter of great 
regret to me that I never met Mr. George. 
His one mistake is that he allowed himself 
to be a candidate for mayor of New York. 
That was a compromise. 

“A man I love in American history is 
Garrison. See!’’ he waved his hand toward 
the wall, “there is his portrait where I 
can always see it. I should like to have 
a huge portrait of Henry George to put 
beside it.’’ 


He spoke with evident emotion. 

“And Ballou—I see you do not even know 
his name—was another man whose memory 
should be honored by Americans. It wag 
he who originated the modern Christian 
non-resistance movement. George, Garri- 
son, Ballou—these are three noble Ameri- 
cans.”’ 


“And Abraham Lncoln?’ I suggested. 

“What did Lincoln do? 

“Linc@in, Lincoln? What did he say or 
do comparable with the work of Garrison? 
It was the manner and time of Lincoln’s 
death that made him a great figure. Now, 
tell me’’—the count turned his glance upon 
me—what Lincoln stands for in the 
United States?’’ 

“He represents the simple, homely yir- 
tues,’"’ I answered. 

“He represents merit rising from the 
humblest origin to the greatest office on 
earth. He represents plain, pure morals 
and manners. He represents fidelity to 
democratic ideals. He represents sacrifice 
for the sake of humanity. He represents 
patriotism—’”’ 

“That’s it—patriotism” said the count. 
“And until the world comes to under 
stand that patriotism is an evil thing, 
that patriotism creates armies and pro- 
duces wars, that it divides the human 
race, and is in its very essence anti. 
Christian, the men will Honor Lincoln 
more than Garrison.” 

Presently we talked of other Americans 
“Andrew D. White came to see me,” sai 
the count, “and it was a great pleasure to 
meet and talk with such a scholarly, high- 
minded gentleman. I remember him as a 

man of the best type."’ 

When the count was about to retire he 
held his hand out to gay good-night.

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Remains of the Conqueror of Mexico 
Positively Identified by 
Records ; 
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REST IN AN ANCIENT URN 


Last of Empire Builder’s Posterity 
Will Offer Them to Pantheon to 
Save Them From Mob. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CITY OF MEXICO, Aug. 15.—After long 
search in the National lAbrary of Mexico 
and in making trips for purposes of Investi* 
gation through ancient churches and res!- 
dences of the City of Mexicé the remains 
of Hernan Cortez, the conqueror of Mexico, 
have been fotend. ae 

The bones of the renowned conqtt¢ror, the 
urn in which they were depositod, the bust 
of the conqueror and the pedestal upon 
which it was placed In the sixtéenth cen- 
tury ure at present in the house of Sebas- 
tian Aleman, an attorney, a lineal descend- 
ant of Cortez, near the hospital of Jesus in 
this city. 

The history which has led up to the dis 
covery of the remains of the Spanish con- 
queror is of the greatest interest to stu- 
dents of Mexican history. According to the 
ancient work of Dr. Lucas Aleman, grand- 
son of the conqueror, called ‘Dissertations 
on the History of Mexico from the Con- 
quest to the Year 1559."’ the remains of Cor- 
tez were placed in the hospital of Jesus, 
which was founded by him in the year 1528. 
Afterward a great urn was made in which 
the bones were placed and the whole buried 
in the floor of the southeast corner of the 
west wing of the hospital. Above the 
burial spot a pedestal war placed and on 
top of this a bust of Cortea. 

The pedestal was four feet th height, ac- 
cording to the work of Dr. Lucas Aleman, 
and is easily identified as the snme as that 
which stands in the house cf Attorney Be- 
bastian Aleman. The »ust itself is recog- 
nizable as that of Cortez, although it is in 
very bad condition. 


Remains Brought 
Back From Italy 


According to other records the remains of 
Cortez, along with the urn, pedestal and 
bust, were, after the death of Pedro Ale 
man in 1629, transferred to Texcoco, where 


they were in the charge of the house of 
the dukes of Monteleon. In the year 1786 
the third duke of Monteleon had the re- 
mains taken to Italy, in which country that 
duke had made his residence permanently, 
But in 1794 the re ins were brought back 
to Mexico by the fourth duke of Monteleon 
and were deposited in the church of Jesus, 
which is attached to the hospital of the 
Same name and which was built by the 
house of Cortez and at his instigation. In 
this church they were Kept until 1824, when 
the revolutionary epoch was already com- 
menced. 

One night when the revolutionists were 
in almost absolute command ofthe City of 
Mexico and it was feared that they would 
take possession of the Church of Jesus for 
the purpose of taking forth the remaing of 
Cortéz and heaping indignities upon them 
in the streets, Lucas Aleman and the duke 
of Monteleon had them removed to a place 
of safety and secrecy. Both Aleman and 
Monteleon were subsequently killed by the 
revolutionists and {ft has until very lately 
been believed that all knowled of the lo- 
cality of the remains had died with them. 
But before dying:.the duke informed Dr. 
Fernado Canalis as to the place where the 
bones of the conqueror were hidden. Dr. 
Canalis adviséd the surviving members of 
the family of Lucas Aleman as to the 
whereabouts of the remains and afterward 
assisted in transferring them to the house 
of the Alemans where they still rest. 


Conqueror’s Bones 
Positively Identified 


Senor de Agreda, librarian of the national 
lfbrary, visited the house of Sebastian Ale- 
man today for the purpose of having the 
remains, urn, pedestal and. bust: identified. 
Havnig brought with him a number of vol- 
umes of records and several drawings cen- 
turies old, Senor de Agreda was enabled 
to make the necessary identifications. He 
declares positively that there is no reason 
whatever to doubt that the remains of the 
Spanish conqueror have been found. Attor- 
nev Aleman supports the assertions of 
Senor de Agreda and in the course of the 
next few days will have all the documents 
necessary for proofs ready. 

‘Tl am the sole descendant of Herman Cor- 
tez, and will leave no posterity,’’ said Sen- 
or Aleman today. ‘For this reason I am 
desirous of having the remains of the con- 

ueror deposited in a proper place before I 
ie so that they may never again be mo- 
lested. 

‘As the government of Mexico is now 
having built in this city a national pan- 
theon in which the remains of al! the great 
men who have served to make history in 
the country are to be placed, I will make 
application to the government for permis- 
sion to turn over to the directors of the 

ntheon all that is left on this earth of 
esmen Cortez. I feel sure that a place in 
the pantheon will not be refused to the re- 
mains of the conqueror.”’ 

The pantheon in question is to cost %,- 
000.000 and will be one of the grandest on 
the North American contMment. If the Mex- 
ican government allows the remains of 
Cortez to be deposited in this pantheon 
there is little doubt that they will be for- 
ever safe from the fury of the mob.

by a dog, has, it is hoped, been the means 
of saving the life of the little one. 

Two applications of the stone were made. 
Each time it adhered to the torn flesh, and 
rocked like a thing of life as it sucked the 
virus into its porous sides until it could 
hold no more. It refused to adhere when 
a third application was attempted, and the 
physician declared all the poison drawn 
from the injured part. Another applica- 
tion will be made’ this evening. jAnxious 
parents and friends not yet firm in thelr 
faith in the stone: hesitate between fear 
and hope. 

Hazel, the 9year-old daughter of J. F. 
George, who lives at 4363 Evans avenue, is 
the child upon whom the test is being 
made. A neighbor’s Great Dane dog 
dragged her from a high board fence in 
the rear of the George home, its teeth 
terribly lacerating her leg. The animal is 
now tied up awaiting the appearance of 
rabies. 

Little Hazel had climbed on the fence 
to put a clothes line over a pulley at the 
request of Mrs. McMahon, who owns the 
dog. When the child put her foot on the 
other side of the fence the dog made a 
jump, caught her below the knee and would 
have dragged her to the ground had not 
Mrs. McMahon beaten it until it’ Jet Z0.9 

This was the first attempt on the part 
of the dog to bite anyone and as its 
eyes are glazed it is thought to be mad. 
The child's wounds were dressed almost 
immediately. The animal had bitten to 
the bone and had torn a piece of flesn 
from the leg. One of the tendons running 
to the foot was cut and the end pulled 
from the wound. 

Not wishing to take chances when he 
believed the dog was mad, the father of 
the child took her last night to be treated 
with the Nevada madstone, of which a 
full account was recently given in the 
Post-Dispatch. All about the bite at that 
time was a black ring of congested blood 
vessels, and the wound had an angry, in- 
flamed appearance. 

When the madstone was applied by Dr. 
H. L. Miller it refused to take hold of the 
wound. The side of the stone that con- 
tains the holes was tried several times 
and it finally stuck tight.

methods of treatment, they have shown 
that the part of the body. affected in 
every case. the brain and nervous system. 
A congestion of the brain is found, and 
an eXamination of the medulla oblongata, 
in which the spinal cord begins, has shown 
that the. white blood cells are gathered 
there in large numbers. From the base of 
thebrain start the craglal nerves, and 
these are also found affected. The eighth 
nair of crandal nerves controls the respir- 
atory organs, and, in part. the muscles of 
the throat.

_In the middle ages hydrophobia was so 
feared that the relatives of the victim would 
invariably abandon him to his fate and 
few physicians could be found who were 
courageous enough to risk being bitten by 
the infected one. 

Despite this general fear, there are few 
cases on record in which man has com- 
municated the disease to his feliowman, 
though text books on medicine advise care 
that the nurse and physician do not get 
saliva from the patient's mouth upon them. 
This saliva fills the patient’s mouth toward 
the end of the disease anu it is considered 
a sign of approaching death. 

Some physicians of reputation deny that 
there is ever any infection from the bite 
of a mad dog or that there is such a dis- 
éase as rabies. That this view is erroneous 
is shown by recent experiments upon rab- 
bits where an infusion of the spinal cord 
of —— dying from the rabies have been. in- 
jected and the rabbits have died with all 
the symptons of the uisease. In these ex- 
periments the glycerine extract of the cord 
injected directly under the covering of the 
brain of the rabbit, where it develops the 
characteristic lesions.

Causes Death. 

Those who denied the possibility of the 
disease based their opinion on isolated 
cases~ih which the patient had died from 
for and a writer in the Lancet reported 
such a case recently. Every sympton was 
present, including the fear of water and 
the paralysis of the throat, yet the dog 
was not proven mad. 

A superstition which gained erent cred- 
ence among the ignorant in olden times 
and persists even now, holds that the bite 
of an angry dog will cause hydrophobia if 
the dog should go mad in years to come 
it has been proven that a dog must be in- 
fected at the time the biting is done or 
there can be no affliction other than the 
pain and soreness attendant on any bite 
or laceration of the skin.

Put Chloroform in Child’s Milk Be- 
cause She Was Accused of 
Robbery.

INDIANAPOLIS, Aug. 15.—Impelled by 
revenge and wild from the effects of eat- 
in gopium, Jeannette Childs, a negro ser- 
vant girl, attempted to poison the one- 
year-old babe of Mrs. B. G. Hitz.

The chloroform she had put in the child's 
milk was discovered in time by the watch- 
ful mother, however, and the child's life 
was saved. The girl is under arrest. 

Three weeks ago Jeannette Childs, or 
Etta Price, as she is also known, was em- 
ployed by Mrs. Priscilla Brown, 1907 Nerth 
Capitol avenue, as a domestic. R. G. Hitz 
and his wife were at the house with Mrs. 
Hitz's father, B. Webster, who has rooms 
there. 7 

The girl had access to the rooms of Mr. 
and Mrs. Hitz. About a week ago Mrs. 
Hitz missed a diamond pin, a silver buck- 
le and a silver thimble and suspicion feil 
on the girl. She was accused of the theft. 
but she denied it angrily. She was not re- 
ported to the police at the time, but she 
brooded over the accusation. 

Yestsrday morning on her way to work, 
she stopped at Graves’ drug store, West 
and Tweifth streets, and bought 10 cents’ 
worth of chloroform. It was put in a la- 
beled bottle. 

When she went to the house she poured 
a third of the bottle’s contents in the milk 
intended for Mrs. Hitz’s baby. The girl 
then went oug in the yard to do some 
wane and/tbrew the bottle in an ash 

rrel. 

Mrs. Hitz, before giving the child the 
milk, shook the bottle to see if it had 
soured. She detected the odor of chloro- 
form and called the attention of her hus- 
band and Mr. Webster to it. 

They were sure chloroform had been put 
in the boottle and a sear disclosed the 
bottle in the ash heap. The lice were 
called and Deteotives Kurtz Lancaster 
were sent to the house.

Not the least of Gen, Miles’ titles to fame and the gratitude 
of his countrymen is his manly counsel against militarism. 

It is one of the glories of American soldiers that with practi- 
cal unanimity they plead for peace.. One and all they con- 
demn war whenever it can be avoided. 

Washington looked upon war only as a dire necessity to be; 
resorted to only when conciliatory measures were exhausted. 
In the moment of victory Gen. Grant said “let us have peace,” 
and when the homebred veterans saw an opportunity in Louis 
Napoleon’s Mexican folly to stir up strife with Europe and 
sought to interest the hero of Appomattox he said: “I want 
peace, not war.” Gen. Sherman’s saying was that “war is hell.” 
Gen. Lee never loved war. He drew his sword only when he 
was convinced that the knot, tied by fate, could be cut only 
by the sword. The same may be said of Joseph E. Johnson 
and Stonewall Jackson. The great representative American 
soldiers have all been for peace. 

Gen. Miles is no bureau chief, no political general or patriot 
of the stump. He knows what war is and after more than 
forty years’ service, much of it bloody, he pleads for manly 
methods of composing differences. ° 

Gen. Miles believes that disarmament is practical and he 
would have the United States take the initiative. No more 
characteristic American work could be undertaken. He would 
allow a maximum army of one soldier to every thousand in- 
habitants. This means that the army would be a national 
police rather than an aggressive force. |

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WAGES 800 YEARS AGO. 


The following extracts from a roll of 
the expenses of Edward I, at Rhuddlan 
castle, in Wales, in 1281 and 1282, may 
perhaps amuse, as showing the rates of 
wages paid to different workmen, trades- 
men, etc., at that period. 

Rhuddlan castle was the headquarters 
of Edward, during an insurrection of the 
Welsh, under Liewellin, Prince of Wales, 
at which time it had many additions made 
to it. 

Paid to Master Peter de Brompton for 
the wages of 100 carpenters, each receiv- 
ing 4d per day, and their constable re- 
ceiving 8d per day, of which five are over- 
seets of 20, and each receives 6d per day 
for his wages. 

To two smiths, one receiving 44 per day, 
and the other 3d for their wages, from 
Sunday, 23d of August, to Sunday, 12th of 
September. 

Two shoeing smiths by the day, at 3d. 

Pald to 47 sailors of the king for their 
wages, seven days, each 
diem 3d, except seven, each of whom re- 
ceived 6d per day. 

Pald to Geoffry le Chamberlin for tne 
Wages of 12 cross#-bowmen and 13 arch- 
ers for 24 days, each cross-bowman recelv- 
ing by the day 4d, and each archer 24. 

Paid to one master mason, receiving 6d 
per diem, and five masons at 44, and one 
workman at 4d. 

Sunday next, after the feast of St. John 
Baptist, paid to 22 mowers, each receiv- 


ing 144d per day.—Stray Storlees.

I am persuaded that one need not go 
farther away than the end of his own nose 
to discover all that is to be known of crime 
as applicable to the individual human life. 
A tew moments spent in critical introspec- 
tiongwill reveal to most men both the origin 
and the animus of crime. And when re- 
vealed it will be found to be nothing more 
nor less than man’s universal bias to evil. 
In many it is but a germ that, owing to 
wholesome environment and much inher- 
ent good, never develops, while tn others, 
where the conditions, external and internal, 
are less thealthy, the possibility of evil ex- 
pands and manifests itself at ‘irst in but 
slight acts of wrong doing, and then if en- 
couraged by indulgence and allowed greater 
scope, it finally bursts all bonds, and the 
result is a fitness for crime that need only 
be tempted to insure commission. 

And there you have crime, with never a 
Plasma or ism involved. It is plain hu- 
man cussedness. This is crime as related 
strictly to the individual, includiag every 
wrorgful act, every violation of moral «nd 
Civic rectitude. It is crime in its broadest 
sense. But in the narrower sense, taken 
cognizance of by the law, crime really 
means only such acts as society tas seen 
fit to legislate against for the protection cf 
life and property. 

To the ordinary citizen the word ‘“‘crimin- 
al’ suggests, at least as a first impression, 
a course, beétle-browed brute; then as an 
after thought, a shrewd, pdlished scoundre! 
is allowed to form in the mind's @ye. Both 
of the impressions may be correct enough 
in a way, but they are only the end but- 
tons as it were, of a long atring of varixt- 
ing characters; each character being made 
up of a wholly differegt combinaticn of 
traits divine, human, and gatanic. ‘The 
average thief is preeminently char:acter- 
less. His bark of life rides upon the 
winds and tides of habit, impulse, pas- 
sion, indolence, without udequate rudder. 
compass or ballast. A kite in midair. 
minus a tail, performs-no more eccentric 
Syrations, than does the thief tn inis drift- 
ings upon the social sea. 3: some it is 
held that he resorts to crime out of sheer 
love for adventure and excitement: or if 
not for that reason, then because of h'‘s 
total perversion. But on closer scrutiny, I 
think it will be found that, “easy mon- 
ey’’ (?) is the power thai moves his en- 
ergies. That he is not totally bad is evi- 
denced by his spasmodic éffortg to live 
“square.”” Each time that hée may but 
narrowly escape the clutches of the lew, 
it occurs to him that he ‘better be g0094,”’ 
though it is generally at che close of a 
prison term that this impression yields a 
real effort toward honest living. Of cuurse, 
such effort as is alone inspired by fear 
of another term in prison, and without any 
regards for morals, can hafdiy be reckoned 
unto him as righteousness.

In searching the papers for 
criminal and sporting news, no mean por- 
tion of current events have been absorbed. 
As a rule he fs an extensive traveler; and 
travel with its new scenes and peoples, 
and institutions, is an education in itself. 
He is quite familiar with the law; can 
quote and supply more of it than half the 
lawyers that accept his ill-gotten gains 
and boost him on to the penitentiary. And 
what is equally true, though most diffi- 
cult to understand, in view of his persist- 
ent crookedness, he fully realizes the great 
percentage of chances that operate against 
him as a lawbreaker. The telegraph, the 
police and detective host, the perfected 
Bystems of identification, are all well 
known quantities to him—that is, when he 
pauses to think of them. But this he sel- 
dom does, much to h's disadvantage, ¢x- 
cept at such times as the state forces a 
pause upon him by a term in prison.

But at the best the result is omy 
good resolutions which he has not the 


force of character to carfy out.

Second only to the persistency with 
which he pursues crime, suspicion and mis- 
trust, is the most striking characteristic of 
the average crook. There is such a thing 
as honor among thieves, but the phenom- 
ena does not seem to thrive; nor is it very 
generally recognized among the ‘“‘pro- 
fesh."" Whenever one thief trusts another 
thief he is sorry already, and straight- 
way mistrusts him. All men are IMiars! 
Every man has his price! Such is the 
common sentiment of criminals. Honesty, 
for honesty’s sake is to the thief strange 
doctrine. But really now, is there not at 
least some justification of this perversion? 
Granting that the criminal must behold 
his surroundings through the medium of a 


‘vision already discolored by his own per- 


verted nature, is it then so very strange 
that he should conceive wrong ideas re- 
garding the moral status of his fellow- 
man, when at every turn he is confronted 
with corruption and thievery in high 
places? His experience with policemen 
has taught him that money—money enough 
will somehow render him fairly immune 
against the wrath of justice. The press 
teems with reports of alleged and proven 
dishonesty among public servants and leg- 
islators. Why, such splendid displays of 
mighty ‘graft’ makes the common crook 
feel like 30 cents. In view of these condi- 
tions, it is, after all, only passing strange 
that the little thief should see nothing but 
dishonesty about him. 

Last, but by no means least, the aver- 
age criminal is in his way, both a philose- 
pher and a moralizer. Ordinarily he don’t 
trouble trouble, unless trouble troubles 
him. His powers of adaptation to things 
and conditions are nothing short of mar- 
velous. When out out of prison he sows 
the wind: when in prison he reaps the 
whirlwind, and does * with fairly good 
grace. At.large he may be a devil, out in 
prison he might pass for a saint. And 
as for moralizing he could convict a holl- 
ness preacher of sin.

“It will not be possible in future for the 
Wnembers of the rising generation to go 
to the grocery store with three pennies— 
ene of them for a postal card and the 
other for a 2cent stamp, and to demand 
with the purchase of each a handful of 
candy or a balloon of some other similar 
article. Hereafter the grocers intend, s0 
they say, to refuse to give 1 cent's worth 
of peanuts with a purchase of a two-for- 
a-nickel cake of yeast. 

Qf course, this ie oppression and crucity, 
and if the grocers were public office- 
holdere instead of merchants, it is certain 
that the ehfidren of St. Louls would have 
them indicted for maifeasance in office.

he giving of lagniappe is in theory a 
good one. Theoretically, it attracts to the 
store of the grocer new customers who 
come there for the presents and who fre- 
main customers afterward because the 
grocer has pleased them with his wares. 
In actual practice it does not “work this 
way, so the grocers say. In practice they 
find that when they givé lagniappe their 
competitor at the next corner goes them 
one better and gives even more valuable 
presents than they. Hence, no new trade 
is attracted, because the same inducements 
are offered everywhere, and in the end the 
srocers—all of them alike—are giving away 
their profits and getting no commensurate 
return. 

That is the grocer's side of it. The chil- 
dren don't believe a word of it.

‘It is not much with one, but it amounts 
to a pail or two a day in the aggregate,’’ 
suy the grocers.

Loulisan of the future will know as Art 
Hill. catches a view of black globes and 
yellow obelisks that suggest the workshop 
of a fabled sorceror of the Orient.

North of the building of the ewes 
and obelisks lies the completed Palace 
of Liberal Arts. with sculpture-mount- 
ed towers, and cornices lined with 
heads modeled after that of the statue 
of Liberty on Governor's Island. 

‘Looking still to the right, the s 
to¥ brings into his view the owed 
rafters of steel that will support the 
roof of the palisaded Government build- 
nS.

Another Vista

Turning to the left and looking beyond 
the re@ top of the Palace of Electricity, 
today’s visitor sees the six high towers 
that mark the six corners of the L- 
shaped Palace of Machinery, now two- 
thirds completed.

Palace of Electricity and between thre 
towers of the Palace of Machinery he 
may catch glimpses of the rising skele- 
ton of the Palace of Transportation, 
which covers 14 atres, and in the build- 
ing of whose rounded towers and arched 
doorways a eurving roof  10.000,000 
feet of lumber are used.

A preliminary announcement is made by 
the Choral-8ymphony society for the sea- 
Son soon to begin to the effect that the 
subscription books are now open. This pre- 
liminary annuncement also gives some of 
the details of the forthcoming concerts, 
which it is predicted will be the most en- 
joyable ever given by the society. 

An innovation in the management of the 
society is also announced. It is one which 
will be watched with more than ordinary 
interest by local musical circles.

“Undoubtedly the 1903 game of football 
will be different: from the game of 190%, 
Until: many questions connected with the 
changes have been worked out in play, the 
full extent of the difference can hardly 
be known.” 

“It is nevertheless plain enough that the 
sport will have a different aspect. 

‘Within the field of play affected by the 
new rule, that is, within the territory in- 
closed, by the 25-yard lines, the follow- 
ing results can safely be predicted: 

“1. Elimination of ‘mass’ plays. 

‘2, Development of end-run tactics. 

“3 Diminution in the importance 
weight to a team. 

‘4. Dimished effective of 

“5. Corresponding increase 
of defense. 

“6. A more general resort to trick plays. 

“7 An increased importance of the full- 


back. 

‘The first point is plain, from the rules. 
The ‘tackle-over,’ the old ‘guards back’ 
and all plays whereby linemen were 
dropped back to reinforce the regular be¢k 
field and add mass to the play, cannot be 
worked because seven men must be in the 


line. 
“Plavs at the line will be reduced to 


straight ‘bucks,’ as in old times. The 
grinding plays and smashing down of 
weaker opponents by sheer weight will 
pet be possible in the greater part-of the 
field. If the line-men carry the ball, it 
will have to be after the old style, where 
the tackles and guards bucked the oppo- 
site side of the line, after receiving the 
ball from the quarterback. 


Formations Will 


Remain Unchanged. 

“Right here it may be well to state that 
I do not see any prospect for any radi- 
cal change in the regular formation of 
elevens. either on defense or offensive. 

“Neither will the quarterback be 4 
metamorphosed indivifual, as has been 
stated. At least I do not think he will be. 

“It has been sald that the quarterback 
under the new rules would have 
to be a heavier man.@nd that his position 
right behind the snapback .would be 
changed and that he would be thrown into 
line. with the other three members of the 
oe opinion the quarterback will re- 
quire precisely the same qualities as here- 
tofure and that he will fill precisely the 
same duties from exactly the same posi- 


tion. 

“Here is why. The rule rmitting the 
quarterback to carry, the ball compels hit 
to first run five yards parallel to the line 
of scrimmage or toward his own goal.

He might 
wait and run behind them, but in doing so 
he has to run back and lose two or three 
seconds—and that is defeat fn football. 

“If he fs placed in line with the other 
three backs and a long pass made. there 
fe a double drawback. On one hand. there 
is the ever prevalent danger of fumble 
rom long passes and also the necessity 
of losing a second or so for the increasred 
time taken to pass the ball. 

“Inder the old conditions. when the pass 
was by the quarterback, it was made 
the direction of the play with the man wh» 
carried the ball and all his interference In 
Tennent the quarterback will. therefore.

General Showing Had Depressing Ef- 
fect on the Market at 
Close. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. i 

NEW YORK, Aug. 15.—The Evening Post 
in its Wall street review to-day says: 

Today's stock market was quieter, de- 
veloping a tendency to sag, and contribut- 
ing much irregularity to the price move- 
ment. It was almost entirely a profes- 
sional market with, at times, spirited sell- 
ing and very little commission buying. 

Just before the bank return appeared on 
the tape a rally set In which affected most 
of the active shares. This was inter- 
rupted by the showing, which indicated 
a totally unexpected loss of $2,257,000 in 
cash holdings. 


Although there was a contraction of 4,- 
301,00 in loans, that item now stands at 
the highest volume for this date in any 
year since 1889, with the single exception 
of 1902. The falling off in surplus, al- 
though only $23,500, was not looked for. 
The general showing had a most depress- 
ing effect on the market, which became 
heavy and listless, closing weak. 

The stock market's recovery from the de- 
moralization of last Saturday, while attend- 
ed with some excesses, has been justified 
by the week's developments. The crop 
news, although in some respects disappoint- 
ing, has been in the main reassuring. Rail- 
road earnings thus far in’Auigust show a 
7*per cent gain over a year ago, when the 
increase was almost as heavy compared 
with the 1901 returns. Bank ‘clearings in 
this city were slightly under last year, 
increasing “heavily, however, at interior 
olnts. Reports to the commercial agencies 
ndicate a strong position of general trade, 
and except for the loss in exports and the 
hesitant tone in iron, ythe general srowing 
has been uniformly satisfactory. 

Although the drop in sterling exchane 
has brought us very near the level of met- 
al remittances, it @ uestionable whether 
we shall take any gold from Europe this 
month at all. 

Ordinarily a movement would be quickly 
negotiated with such favorable terms ob- 
tainable as those quoted today, but so long 
as money remains a drug on the market 
there ts little likelihood of increasing the 
local supply through demands made upon 
foreizn markets. But the circumstance is 
Suggestive in indicating sssible recourse 
to European centers should need arise for 
such ussistance, 

lt is possible that barriers might be ex- 
pected in the way of such a movement. 
and that inducements not now obtainable 
would have to-be offered to secure the 
gold, but the situation ha® many strong 
features which should be reckoned with in 
tn or emg the advantages of our present 
position.

Af professional trading, an important pro- 


portion of the Stock Exchange member- 


ship having left the city for an end of 
the week holiday. The professionals were 
inelined to work for a reaction, owing to 
the rapidity of the weeks recovery in the 
market which might be assumed to have 


built up a vulnerable account on the long 
side of the market. 

London evidently took the same view 
of the situation and had made inroads 
on last night's prices here before our open- 
ing. The selling by the arbitrations quick- 
ly carried prices down to the lLondor 
level. There was also free profit taking 
umalgamated copper attracted by yester- 
day's late spurt. After the London sell- 
ing was completed there was a pause and 
then a vigorous recovery, which retrieved 
practically all the losses. Hhis was ap- 
puarentiv in anticipation cf a very favor- 
ible banks statement. The statement did 
not meet this expectation. The loan con- 
traction in view of the week's augmented 
buying of securities, might have been re- 
garded as unpleasant surprise but the sen- 
timent of the market seemed more _ in- 
fluenced by the loss of cash where a 
considerable gain had been hoped for. 
The market sold off again to about the 
lowest with net losses of a point or more 
ofr some of the principal active stocks. 

The dowr ward course of the stock mar- 
ket terminated for the present in the 
plunge of last Saturday. and prices have 
rebounded with some violence this week. 
lt was not without the exercise of some 
forcible measures in the way of support 
for the market by large buying orders and 
by a relaxation of the pressure for liquida- 
tion of loans that the decline was arrested. 

Monday morning saw an ingathering of 
influential men in the financtal world re- 
ealled from various quarters by Saturday's 
events, and it is commonly supposed that 
the results of Monday were the result to 
an extent of concerted measures among 
bankers and capitalists. 

The mere fact of the arrest of the decline 
had the effect of lightening the selling pres- 
sure upon the market caused by the de- 
struction of margins and the constant 
shinkage of collateral. There was some 
further selling of collateral out of loans 
early in the week, causing a continuance 
of some of last week's rumors of financial 
difficulties overhangin the market, Dut 
the absorption of stocks was of a much 
more confident gnd determined character 
than for a long time. 

After a period of some hesitation 
market ruled strongly upwards and the ad- 
vance became so headlong that even the 
friends of themovement began to have some 
fears that it was overrunnh itself. It 
was natural that a turn in the market 
after so prolonged a fall in the price, should 
lenve a very large short interest covered, 
and it was equally natural that professional 
operitors, who had got stocks at the bot- 
tom, should maneuver vigorously to help 
the advance and work additional profits out 
of the necessities of the uncovered peers. 

There was, besides, a lar investment 
interest waiting for the market to turn to 
supply them with reassurance to come in 
and take stocks. It had been confidently 
held that the necessity of selling for some 
time without regard to values of stocks 
was carrying the level of prices lower than 
Was justified by any stringency in the 
money market with co uent higher in- 
terest rates than was justified by any pres- 
ent threatt to the business condition or 
Probable shorttage in the crops. 

But so long as money necessities prom- 
iged to force a continuance of the selling 
of stocks, buyers were determined eep 
out of the market on the chance of ting 
stocks cheaper by waiting. These condi- 
tions were bound to cause a violent up- 
ward reaction at some time without neces- 
sarily wich se for a change in the condi 
tions which have caused a great shrink 
age in prices from the simple fact of the

Foreign buyers have figured more exten- 
sively in America of late than since away 
back when they bought so extensively 
around the neighborhood of 65c. It was 
their heavy purchases of soft winter wheat 
for August-September shipment, a large 
proportion of which for France, that 
changed the winter from a bear on Ameri- 
ca’'s prospects for a record-breaking crop 
to a bull on European crop and consump- 
tive requirement condition.

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CURRENCY BILL 


Tax of Only 3 Per Cent, Government 
Officials Fear, Will Defeat Ob- 
ject of Securing Elasticity. 


BANK OF ENGLAND PLAN BEST 


Senator Daniel Foresees a Long De- 
bate and Democratic Issue in 
the Proposed Measure.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 15.—The_ treasury 
department will undertake to procure some 


amendments to the proposed Aldrich elas- 
tic currency bill. 

As the measure chiefly affects the cur- 
rency, it is said the task of persuading the 
senate leader to change his bill wil be 
committed to tae head of the national 
bank section of the treasury, Comptroller 
Ridgely. 

The feature to which greatest. objection 
is made by the practical men in the office 
of the comptroller ig that it provides for 
a tax of 3 per cent upon currency that 
may be issued in times of stringency. 

The objection is that this rate is en- 
tirely too low. The rate is so low that it 
is believed many banks would ask the 
privilege of issuing emergency currency 
when the conditions did not really war- 
rant, and in that way produce an inflation 
just as bad as if the scheme of starting 
the presses to work turning out greenbacks 
were put into operation. 

The practical men in the comptroller’s 
office want the act to read so that it will 
not be used except in case of a real 
emergency. In other words, they want 
the issues of emergency currency tg be 
made only under such conditiong as 
would cause the Bank of England to 
ask the privilege of issuing more than 
the amount of notes fixed by law for 
ordinary times. 


Always Restores 


Former Conditions. 
The experience of the Bank of Eng- 
land has been that as soon as itis known 


that an issue of emergency currency is 
to be .made those who have been hoard- 
ing the monéy of the country let it out, 
and ina short time conditions are re- 
stored. The rate goes down and there 
is a positive loss to the holders of the 
emergency notes unless they hurry to 
the bank with them and have them re- 
deemed. 

If banks that have been approved by 
the comptroller of the currency ag hav- 
ing sufficient assets to warrant them 
in issuing more notes than they would 
be allowed to put out in normal times 
were permitted to issue them at a cost 
of only 2 or 3 per cent, some emergency 
notes, it is feared, would be on the mar 
ket at all times. The change, it is an- 
ticipated, will not be hard to procure, 
as Senator Aldrich has admitted that 
the rate he put into his bill was put 
there merely for the purpose of secur- 
ing expressions of opinion from those 
who are in favor of adding this asset 
currency plan to the national banking 


scheme. 

Senator John W. Daniel of Virginia, 
the ranking Democratic member of the 
Senate finance committee, is uncompro- 
misingly opposed to the present Repub- 
lican program of financial legislation. 
He does not believe there will be any 
financial legislation this winter unless 
the Republicans devise a scheme radi- 
cally different both from the Aldrich 
bill and the Fowler asset-banking prop- 
esition.

Civic Improvement League Considers 
the System Used in Cincinnati 
Commendable. 


Why should garbage be carted the 
entire length of the city when there 
is a way that will eliminate this nuis- 
ance? 

This is one of the questions the Civic 
Improvement League's public sanitation 


committee asks afer investigating the 
Situation at Cincinnati. 

Cincinnati uses the Ohio River for 
transporting its garbage to a reduction 
Powe ry located several miles below the 
imits of the city. The League's report 
shows that the garbage and dead ani- 
mals in Cincinnati are collected by the 
city and carried to the*wharf at Sixth ana 
Front streets where they are deposited 
on the scows, the garbage to be taken 
five miles down the river and the dead 
animale to a rendering plant a mile be- 
low. Both are beyond the jurisdiction 
of the health officer of Cincinnati but 
there are few residents in the nelghbor- 
hood.

SEATTLE. Wash., Aug. 15.--A mamoth 
cave has been discovered in the heart of 
the Providence Mountains, 
California, which is named 
the Giants,’’ and rivals in 
beauty otber renowned caverns 
globe, if graphic descriptions are 
credited. 

George l.. Berg, who discovered the cave 
and explored its recesses, has taken up his 
residence in Seattle. It was Mr. Berg’s love 
for scenic beauty which took him into the 
Providence Mountains. 

Looking across the Fo Seha 
Goldstone cam) every evening at sunset 
there are outlined on the face of the im- 
mense limestone cliffs that form 
northern wall of the pass two giant masks, 
formed by the contour of the focks and 
the evening shades.

Strange serpentine 
forms of petrified snakes and lizards of 
divers kinds were encrusted’ in the walls 
of what resembled beds of delicately 
tinted moss. 

“Rich mosaics of design and pattern as 
regular as if fashioned by man after some 
geometrical plan covered walls and pillars, 
Above us hung great stalactites of snowy 
whiteness, resembling huge icicles. 

“We next passed into a statuary hall. 
We thought of the museum of the ruler 
of Siam. The stutues take many and gro- 
shapes, carved, ns it were, by the hand 
of nature owt of translucent stone. A can- 
dje thrust into a small chamber of the 
vast grotto revealed a _ frost-like tracery 
of crystals on the walls so delicate that 
it crumbles at the touch of the fingers.

Senator Cockrell Strongly Supports Mr. Folk’s 
Sentiments—Admission Fee at Hannibal 


Keeps Crowd 


From a Staff Correspondent of the Post-Dispatch. 

HANNIBAL, Mo., Aug. 16.—Joseph W. 
Folk, circuit attorney of St. Louis. and Sen- 
ator Francis Marion Cockrell told 8000 per- 
sons at Palmyra this afternoon that it 
rested with the voters of Missouri to rid 
the state of boodle and corruption. 

Their reception was an ovation. From 
noon until 6:30 o’clock they were shaking 
hands, except when speaking. Men, women 
and children crowding about them. 

There was apparently no sympathy in the 
crowd with the practice of state campaign 
committe+e of selling laws for campaign 
contributions from corporations and no de- 
sire for the suppression of the fight on cor- 
ruption for fear of injury to a party. 

Mr. Folk’s charge that selling legis- 
lation by committees is bribery was met 
by cheers, as was also his reference to 
the fears of some persons that the cam- 
paign aginst bribery would hurt the 
party. 

“Folk for governor’ was the key-note 
of thé meeting, although only mention of 
it was in the badges and buttons worn 
by thousands wearing his picture and name 
and in the greetings given the circuit at- 
torney as ‘‘the next governor.”’ 

Marion, Monroe, Rallis, Scotland, Macon. 
Shelby and Pike, and several other North 
Missouri counties were well represented. 


Meeting in Memory of 
Fallen Confederates. 


The meeting was in memory of the Con- 
federates who fell in what is Known as 
‘the Palmyra massacre” in 1862. 

The Confederate Monument Association 
of Palmyra was in charge. Ten thou- 
sand persons were expected, but a heavy 
rain early in the morning kept many fa'm- 
ers at home. The day cleared at noon, 
and the afterrioon was very warm. 

Circuit Attorney Folk arrived at 
myra from St. Louls at 12:40 o'clock. 

He was given a reception as the train 
passed through Clarksville and upon his 
arrival here by admirers who stood on the 
station platforms and gave three cheers 
for him. 

Judge D. J. Harrison, chairman of the 
monument association, met him here, and 
escorted him to Palmyra. The other of- 
ficers of the association met him at the 
train with carriages and formed a proces- 
sion which he led through the main streets 
to the ‘fair grounds, where the celebration 
was held. 

Senator Cockrell was in the party which 
met Mr. Folk at the station and James H. 
Whitecotton, speaker of the late House of 
Representatives, was also there. State 
Senator H. Clay Heather was one of the 
reception committtee. 

When Circuit Attorney Folk arrived at 
the fair grounds, his carriage was sur- 
rounded and Senator Heather at once in- 
troduced him to the crowd. 

“We will let you all shake Nands with 
him and meet him during the day,”’ said 
the senator, ‘“‘but now Wc cre going to take 


him to dinner.”’ 


Women Served 


Dinner on Grounds. 

The women of Palmyra served dinner 
in an exhibit building on the grounds. 
For two hours following the meal, the 
fighter of corruption walked through the 
crowd shaking Hands right and left, fre- 
quently greeted as ‘“‘The Honest Man of 
Missouri,"’ and by similar expressions. 

The afternoon programme began at 2:30 
o'clock when Judge Harrison, chairman of 
the day, introduced Senator Heather as 
“the young incorruptble senator from 
Marion.” 

Senator Heather introduced Mr. Folk, 
who talked for an hour and a half to a 
crowd which packed the grand stand of 
the fair grounds and filied all available 
standing room about it and within hearing. 

He spoke as follows: 

“You have asked me to talk to you on 
good government, but before we enter into 
that subject it is well ta call to mind the 
purpose of the monument association under 
whose auspices this meeting is held. This 
occasion marks the beginning of a move- 
ment to fittingly honor ten brave Missou- 
rians who met their death during the civil 
war near this beautiful little city. They 
gave up their lives courageously on that 
mellow October day forty-one years ago. 
The proposed monument is to do homage 
to the dead, not to stir up the embers of 
a bitter past. R 

“The people of all times have honored 
their heroic men with memorials and monu- 
ments, and it is entirely appropriate that

cause they believed to be right should be 
kept alive in this manner. Thirty-nine 
years have gone by since the star of the 
Confederacy set at Appomattox, and the 
ragged followers of a lost cause, with sad 
earts, returned to ruined and desolate 
homes. The bravery of Cenfederate sol- 
diers on the field of battle has never been 
surpassed in the annals of the world, but 
as great as was this, the sublime courage

Both Sides Fought 


for Good Government. 

“The Confederates and Federals both 
fought for good government according to 
the conception of each. They contended 
for the same principles viewed from dif- 
ferent standpoints. In the battle now be- 
ing waged in Missouri against public evils, 
they should all be on one side. Misseur 
has been in the front in many great move- 
ments, and today she is leading in the 
fight for good government being made all 
over this land of ours. 
Compromise’ was at one time an 
tant political issue. This contest 
have no such name, for there can be no 
compromise with public plunderers. The 
Missouri “‘idea,’’ which other states mignt 
follow, is unrelenting exposure and punisn- 
ment of official thieves, and that public 
office must. be held for public good and not 
for private gain. 

“If a band of thieves had come to St. 
Louis and looted the city there would have 
been great censtenation. The city was 
plundered for years by thieves so con- 
scienceless as to make Ali Baba’s gang 
seem tame. These did not swoop down on 
the city and capture it by force and arms. 
These pilferers were given charge of the 
municipal affairs by the people who elected 
them to be the makers of their laws. 

‘‘In state affairs unfaithful public serv- 
ants have betrayed their trusts and prosti- 
tuted their positions to a scandalous ex- 
tent. They have made a commodity of legis- 
lation, and passed or defeated bills for 
their own gain, not for public good. In- 
stead of public office being a public trust. 
to some it was a private snap. hey have 
outraged every sense of honor, honesty and 
decency and have insolently flaunted thelr 
corruption In the faces of the people. There 
are of course many officials in Missouri 
who are high examples of civic integrity. 
If all were corrupt. we would be in a 
pas of anarchy and there would be no 

ope. 


The Public's 
Great Duty. 


“All good citizens were appalled’ by the 
vast extent of official crookedness. On 
them the duty rests of correcting this 
disgraceful and shameful state of affairs. 
The people are responsible for the remedy- 
ing of civic evils. In becoming a member 
of society each person incurs certain obli- 
gations which he must meet if he be of a 
desirable order of citizenship. Chief 
among these is the obligation of particl- 
pating in the selection of those who ex- 
ercise. the legislative, judicial and execu- 
tive authority of the state. The vast ma- 
jority of the people are honest and want 
ood government, but they are too often 
ethargic, while the vicious minority are 
ever active. 

“Some honest men vote on the day of a 
eneral election, and pride themselves on 
mving thereby discharged their civic 
duties, but they have only partly done so. 
Only a small proportion of good citizens 
take part in the township, ward or pre- 
cinct meeting where tickets for primaries 
and general elections are conceived, 
Through this neglect on the part of good 
citizens. control is too often given to an- 
other element. We need in political affairs 
more men actuated solely by the public 
ood and fewer of those who are in politics 
for revenue only. It is as essential to 
good government for private citizens to 
conecientiously discharge their civic duties 
as it is for officials to perform their pub- 
lic duties faithfully. 

“There is an individual responsibility for 


these evils. that no citi- 
eS eos f you think if the 


zen can escape. Some o 
government were left to you tnese things 
could not be, but you have 4 nertion of the 
ower now. Are you faithful to that trust? 
Fr you are not faithful with a part of the 
responsibility. would you be more so with 
all? If every citizen were to leave the 
remedying of these conditions to someone 
else then nothing would be accomplished, 


Every Citizen 
Must Lend a Hand. 


“No citizen who loves his state can at 
this timte afford not to take an active in- 
terest in public affairs. The word politician 
has come to have an unsavory meaning, 
by reaso nof those who maae their living 
out of politics. It is unfortunate that {his 
is so. In a republic such as ours, every 
man should be a politician in the sense 
that he participate in promoting the pub- 
lic welfare by the selection of competent 
and honest representatives. The _ revela- 
tions of corruption in Missouri will be of 
no avail unless the people do something 
about it. ¥

One who vlo.- 
lates the law is no less a criminal by rea- 
son of claiming to be a Democrat or Repub- 
ican. No party hab a monopoly of the vir- 
tuous, neither are the vicious confined to 
one party. 


Justice Should 
Know No Politics. 


“Corruption knows no politics, neither 
should justice. There is no politics in cor- 
ruption, but there is, unfortunately, corrup- 
tion in politics. It is time that honesty 
be recognized as the best policy in politics 
as well as in daily life. There are some 
who think that political support of an offi- 
cial is a vicarious atonement for wrongs 
against the state. Officials are not elected 
to enforce the law merely against political 
opponents, but to deal out ‘equal and exact 
justice to all, special privileges to none. 

“The failure to enforce law begets cor- 
ruption. The trouble has been that men, 
through political pull or, influence, have 
been able to escape the consequences of 
their acts. No man should be so eat in 
any community as to be above the law. 
High or low. rich or poor, the penalty 
should follow the crime. Unless the laws 
are strictly enforced, one toleration leads to 
another. and general wrong i!s the result. 
The law is made to be enforced, not ig- 
nored. If it be a bad law the remedy is to 
repeal, not to disregard it. The fact that 
crime cannot be wholly eradicated is no 
reason why it-should not be punished. We 
cannot make men good by law and have 
no power to create clean hearts within 
them, but by punishing their crimes they 
are checked, and others are prevented from 
doing likewise. In securing good govern- 
ment the ‘pen’ is mightier than the sword. 

“The object of the law against bribery is 
to preserve official acts from the taint of 
corruption in order that officials may be 
influenced alone by the public good. An 
insidious form of legislative prostitution 1s 
the sale of laws in advance by political 
campaign committees, national and state, 
in return for contributions from corporate 
interests. This form of corruption, if the 
statements in the public press be true, haar 
been carried on to a considerable extent al]! 
over the country. It is a method of embez- 
zliing the power of the people that f a 
serious menace to good government. What 
ts the moral distinction between the pay- 
ment of ne to a national or state chair- 
man of a political party for the promise 
of the enactment or defeat of legislation. 
and the payment of money to a legislator 
controlled by that chairman for the same 
purpose? The only difference is that in 
one instance the people are sold out be- 
fore election, and in the other they are 
sold out after election.

“Bribery was, by the framers of the fed- 


eral constitution, put in the same category 
as treason. They evidently did not consid- 
er it a conventional offense. The consti- 
tution specifically mentions only two crimes 
for which the President may be impeached 
—treason and bribery. Bribery is treason— 
the treason of peace. If all official acts 
were for sale then a government of the 
people could not long exist.

“The abuse of constitutional privileges 
is a matter for serious consideration by 
good citizens. The self-incriminating clause 
of the consttution is being used to pro- 
tect public plunderers from exposure and 
It is proper that the indivia- 
ual be not compelled to incriminate him- 
but he should not be allowed to pro- 
tect others under a privilege personal to 
himself. The constitution should be sv 
amended as to compel the giving of testi- 
mony-before grandjuries, and exempt the 
man who testifies from prosecution ce not 
allowing any truthful testimony he gives 
to be used against him. There can be no 
reasonable objection to this, except from 
those who fear exposure. As the law now 
is the subpoenacd witness is the sole judge 
as to whether his answer might incriminate 
him, and he can refuse to answer on that 
ground. Still if he does answer truthfully. 
nothing that he says can be used against 
him in any prosecution. This condition 
of the law puts an unnecessary burden on 
justice which could be relleved by an 
amendment compelling the giving of testi- 
mony and guaranteeing immunity from in- 
crimination. 


Seek Out 


“Corruption. 
“Good government demands that there be 
a constant search for corruption. Some 


think we should not hunt for vice, but I 
do not believe in waiting until it becomes 
so flagrant as to be a stench in the nostrils 
of decancy before taking action, If cor- 
ruption exists the sooner it is discovered 
and checked the better for the state. Cor- 
ruption does not come out in the open; it 
we would find it we must look for it. 
‘Every engine that goes out over a well- 
regulated railroad is inspected before it 
starts, to detect, defects, if any there be. 
If inspection reveals everything sound then 
no harm is done; if a defect is found loss 
of life is prevented. It would be folly to 
wait until a train is wrecked by a defective 
wheel or axle before making an inspection. 
So there.should be an unceasing searching 
for official corruption in order that it be 
stamped out if it exists, before it endangers 
civic life. It is welenough to display our 
virtues, but correction of public evils is the 
highest civic Virtue. If investigation 
shows all to be well then certainly there 
can be no cause for complaint. If, on the 
other hand, corruption is found, it can be 
nipped in the bud before it becomes strong 
enough to defy the people of a great state. 
“While other cities have no doubt been 
as corrupt as 8t. Louis and the officials 
of other states as venal as some of those 
in Missouri, it is true that at no time has 
80 much official corruption been laid bare 
as here in our own day. Those who be- 
lieve in free government are looking to 
Missouri to see it vindicated by a righteous 
citizenship. Those who contend the peo- 
ple are incapable of self-government like- 
wise await the outcome to prove their the-

By the application of the micro- 
scope Dr. Stiles found that the New Jersey 
worms were apparently counterparts of 
those he had discovered in his student days 
at Leipsic. But even then he was not 
thoroughly satisfied that he had discovered 
anything of practical value. He did not 
know but that the agamomermis§ culicis 
was such a rare worm that no hope could 
be found in its existence as a means of 
ridding suffering humanity of the mos- 
quito pest.

as 10 per cent. This leads Dr. Stiles to 
believe that the parasites exist in sufficient 
numbers to be bred artificially and so used 
as to appreciably lessen the number of 
mosquitoes. When Dr. Stiles goes to his 
summer home in New Jersey within the 
next few weeks he and Prof. Smith will 
jointly work on the problem. It is ex- 
pected that as a result of their efforts an 
important announcement concerning their 
plans to propagate the ‘‘mosquito destroy- 
er’’ will be made. 

It does not appear at present that tlic 
agamomermis culicie kills many moequt. 
toes outright. On the contrary, it teems 
to be the exception for early death to fol- 
low the attack of the parasite. The best 
information at thand indicates 
worm when scarcely anything more than 
a microbe attaches himself to the mosquito 
and proceeds to bore his way into the mos- 
quito’s insides. This puffs the mosquito 


out and makes him too drowsy and iudolent 
to hustle very lively for a living. In other 
words, the agamomermis culicis is to the 
mosquito what the hook worm, or “germ 
of laziness,’ is to the human being, ex- 
cept that the agamomermis culicis is mere 
deadiy than his first cousin, which attocks 
the human. 

Wioiere the agamomerm'’s cul'cia fatis to 
kill its victim outright or causes it to be 
too sleepy and lazy to hustle for a living,

the human race. It destroys ite victim's 
power of reproduction and thus stops the 
breed. It has been satisfactorily deter- 
mined that the female mosquito attacked 
by the agamomermis culicis does not lay 
egg?. 

The problem, then, of utilizing the “‘mos- 
quito destroyer’ to the best practical pur- 
pose is comparatively simple. It has been 
demonstrated that the genus to which the 
agamomermis culicis belongs lays as many 
as %,000 eggs a day when in good working 
order. This stupendous fecundity may bo 
turned to excellent account by the govern- 
ment of the United States as soon as a 
method is devised for propagating the para- 
site. Worms and eggs alike will then be 
sprayed by the million over the marehes 
where the mosquitoes breed and thrive 
Stagnant ponds and pools will be treated

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This Southwestern Prison Is the Strongest in the World 
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HE illustration shows the jail at Clit- 
T ton, Ariz., the strongest prison in the 
world. 

The Longfellow Copper Mining Co. was 
given the contract for the buildirg—iz such 
a work can properly be termed building, of 
this irteresting jail in 1880. A tunnel was 
made through the hill by means of explo- 
sives and the hollows made by the success- 
ful excavation of unusually large pieces of 
rock formed the cells of the prison. Ventl- 
lation is secured by means of two small 
openings at the top of the tunnel, and a few 
reys of light creep into the cavelike rooms 
through narrow slits, cut with great care 
through the rocks. These openings, small 
as they are, are heavily barred. [t would 
be the labor of years to enlarge any one 
of these slits, but there have been some 
desperate characters confined in the Cliften 
jail, men capable of tremendous feats of 
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strength, to whom the breath of liberty is 
sweeter than aught else and who would 
take any risks to secure freedom. , 

There are but four cells in this rem:rk- 
able jail, but each compartment is large 
enough to accommodate six or seven péer- 
sons. As many ag thirty-one persons have 
been confined at one time in this mourtain 
prison. Although dug through the heart of 
a hill, with rock above, below and on all 
sides, this prison is perfectly dry, and the 
outlaws of Clifton much prefer this natural 
jail to any of the artificial siructures. It 
is quite a thing to be sent to “the Hill,’’ 
and a former convict from there lords it 
over desperadoes from other less pretentious 
jails.
